Griffin, Ga., April” 7.—(Special.)—In a 
gtreet duel tonight Captain W. B. Hud- 
gon was almost instantly killed and Hon. 
James J. Flynt received a serious and 
‘ probably fatal wound. 

The fight occurred about 7

the wildest excitement and many by- 
@tanders narrowly escaped being hit by 
wild shots.

Late this afternoon Mr. Flynt accosted , 


Captain Hudson and accused him of pre- 
tending to be his friend whiie at the 
game time he was working quietly for 
Captain Tidwell. This was denied by 
Mr. Hudson, when the lie was passed. 
Friends interfered before the men came 
to blows and they were separated. 

About 7 o'clock Captain Hudson met 
Mr. Flynt standing in the door of Brooks 
rug store and asked him if he (Flynt) 
had called him a “damned liar.” Flynt 
replied that he had. Hudson asked him 
if he meant it and Flynt replied that 
he did. 

Hudson Opens Fire. . 

Hudson was standing with his right 
thand in his pants pocket and, when he 
received that reply, without another 
word pulled his pistol and fired twice. 

At the first shot Mr. Flynt staggered 
back into the store. An officer was stand- 
ing within a few feet of Hudson and 
caught him before he could fire the 
third time. Mr. Flynt drew his pistol and 
fire four shots at his antagonist, all of 
which took effect. 

When officers and friends zeached the 
men it was seen that both were seriously 
hurt. | | 

Captain Hudson was carried to the of- 
fice of Dr. J. M. Keliy, but died before 
enything could be done for him. His son, 
Roland, was present and askcd him ‘f 
he was badly hurt, when he replied: “I 
am dying,’’ which were his last words. 
One shot struck him in the neck, one in 
the right shoulder, another in the right 
breast and the fourth in the back. 

Mr. Fiynt was carried int» ihe drug 
store and physicians hastily summoned. 
It was found that the only serious wound 
he had received was in the stomach, 
which the physicians think penctrated the 
biadder. The other was a slight flesh 
wound on the right shoulder. 

Dr. McRae Telegrahed For. 

Dr. Floyd McRae, of Atlanta, was tel- 
egraphed for and reached the bedside of 
the fnjured man at 10 o'clock. It is the 
Intention of physicians to perform an 
operation tonight. Until that is done it 
will not be known how serious the injury 
is, as the range of the ball has not been 
determined. 

The news of the tragedy flew over the 
city with lightning-like speed and soon 
the streets were filled with excited men 
discussing the affair, which is greatly de- 
plored by all.

Pathetic Sights in Drought 
Stricken District of Texas 
Described. 


QNLY ONE SCANT MEAL A DAY 
FOR THE SUFFERING “EOPLE 


Many Have Died for Lack of Nour- 
ishment—Over a Thousand 
Persons on Point of 
Starvation—Aid Is 
Wanted. 


Larado, Tex., April 7.—Letters were re- 
ceived today from County .Clerk Peter 
Valls, Sherif? and Tax Collector Lozano 
and County Judge Spohn, of Zapata coun- 
ty, today, in response to inquiries as to 
the condition o7% affairs in that section, 
and they confirm the reports of the desti- 
tute condition of. the citizens. County 
Clerk Valls, in his letter, says: 

“I cannot in words picture the misery, 
privations and suffering afflicting our 
drought-stricken country. To say some 
familiés Rave. one scant meal a day is 
expressing it mildly. While I cannot state 


-pesitively. that-any-peopie’ have: actualty 


died of starvation, still I can say in all 
truth, and all the residents here will bear 
me out, many have died that were sick 
who could have been easily.saved if nour- 
ishment: had been at hand.. In San Ig- 
nacio and other places.the children have 
that pallid look, that listless walk and 
blank stare which clearly shows that 
hunger is at hand. We ask that the rep- 
resentative of charitable people be sent 
here to investigate. All we ask for. ig 
corn, beans, lard, coffee and sugar. Plant- 
ing time has passed and there is no hope 
of a crop again this year. The people 
that actually require and must have ‘aid 
cannot be less than 1,200,” , 

Sheriff and Tax Collector Lozano con- 
firms Mr. Valls’ statement and says that 
many cattiemen have lost the greater 
part of their cattle and stock and many 
have not a single animal left. 

County Judge Spohn certifies to the ter- 
rible condition of the people of Zapata 
county, as stated in Mr. Valls’ letter, and 
asks that relief be furnished immediately, 
Judge Spohn says all that the people of 
Zapata ask for is the necessities of life, 
such as corn and beans.

Cincinnati, April 7.~—Reporta-from the 
local elections of the municfpalities and 
townships in Ohio today show that cool 
and unfavorable weather generally pre- 
vailed, and that there was a tght vote 
cast, with very liftle interest except in a 
few cities. 

In Cincinnati W. H. Jackson, democrat, 
who has served on the superior bench for 
the past five vears, was defeated for -c- 
election by Probate Judge Howard Ferris 
by over 16,000, on a total vote of 42,009, 
which is about half of the total vote reg- 
istered last November. White’ the vote 
cast in Cincinnati is one of the smallest 
(n reccrd in recent years, the republican 
Plurality is the largest. Ferris received 
28,391, Jackson 11,951, and the soctalist 
ticket less than two thousand. 

At Toledo the republicans elected their 
entire ticket by an average majority of 
1.10. This isa complete political re- 
versal. 

At Columbus the election resulted in the 
reelection of Edward C. Fraas (republic- 
an) for clerk of police court, and L. D. 
Andrews (republican) for justi¢e of the 
peace by 600 and 400 mafority _respective- 
ly.

Well known citi- 
zens and property owners indorsed the 
position taken, and expressed gratifica- 
tion that it had been promptly acted 
upon and the committee named at once. 
It was generally agreed that such was 
the proper course to pursue both in jus- 
tice to the people of Atlanta and to the 
insurance companies interested. 

The Constitution Leads. 

The announcement of the increase in 
insurance rates in Atlanta was made by 
The Constitution before the Southeastern 
Tariff Association had decided on what 
day the raise was to be put in force. 
The Constitution's exclusive announce 
ment warned the people of the impend- 
ing increase and forced the tariff asso- 
ciation to take immediate action, in order 
to prevent. a cancellation and renewal 
of policies. On, the morning after the 
increase was made The Constitution ex- 
clusively announced the official action of 
the tariff association and up to that 
time no other Atlanta paper had awaken- 
ed to the fact that a great injustice was 
being done the citizens of Atlanta; in fact 
am afternoon paper published a story 
in which cold ‘water was thrown on The 
‘Constitution’s announcement, and_ in 
which it was made to appear that the 
increase was not so great nor so serious 
as The Constitution had led the public 
to believe. 

What President Orr Says. 

“The suggestion contained in The Con- 
stitution’s editorial: was an extremely 
timely and proper one,”’ said President 
Orr. ‘‘The chamber of commerce was 
requested through many sources to Ini- 
tiate some action in reference to the 
proposed increase in rates by_ the in- 
surance companies. The suggestion comes 
with equal force from the insurance com- 
pantes and the public press, arfd it seems 
possible that a committee from the cham- 
ber of commerce can be of service. I 
have, therefore, appointed this commit- 
tee of ten, composed of well known and 
prominent citizens anid property owners, 
to take the matter up with the insurance 
people. I was asked by the insurance 
people to name a strong and representa- 
tive committee and I have done so. The 
committee will meet at the call of the 
chairman and take such steps in the 
matter as it deems proper. This action 
would have been indorsed by the cham- 
ber, and as it does not meet for some 
weeks, it was proper to appoint the com- 
mittee at once. 

“T have not given the question of rates 
much thought, but insurance is lke 
any other kind of business, and it has 
got to be carried on with a reasonable 
profit. If the insurance people can show 
that the actual losses on Atlanta prop- 
erty are as stated, they would naturally 
have to increase the rate. I think the 
rate on dwellings is increased beyond 
the demand or necessity, as shown by 
The figures. But there are always two 
sides to a question, and if the Insurance 
people will) meet with this committee 
from the chamber of commerce, there is 
no reason why all the differences should 
not be harmonized. I feel satisfied that 
a just and proper conclusion can and 
will be reached.”’ 

Proper Steps, Says Stockdell. 

President H. C. Stockdell, of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association, says the insur- 
ance men will be glad to meet with the 
committee from the chamber of com- 
merce and_discuss the situation. 

“I heartily indorse the editorial in to- 
day's Constitution,” he said. “It was 
business-like, timely and on the right 
line. The appointment of a committee 
to go into the matter was the proper 
step to take, and we will be glad to meet 
with them and go fully into the matter. 
The committee named by President Orr 
| is a splendid one, and I do not think we 
will have any difficulty in arriving at a 
proper understanding of the matter. Fur- 
ther than that, there is nothing i would 
care to say about it just at, this time.”’ 
“That is an excellent committee,” said

FRIENDS OF THE BILL 
ALARMED 8Y THE CALL 


It Is Conceded That Combination of

Washington, April 7.—Special.)—A cau- 
cus to consider the matter of the proper 
democratic attitude toward the proposed

Will Get Together. 

Heretofore there has been a material 
difference of opinion, but it is believed © 
that by getting together and going thor- 
oughly into the matter it will be possi- 
ble to arrive at some plan which will 
obviate the necessity of either voting 
for the measure which the republican 
majority on the ways and means com- 
mittee has prepared or directly against 
that measure; in other words, it is hoped 
that the caucus will be able to agree on 
some plan which will show clearly the 
democratic position in the premises, and 
at the same time make it possible for 
the party to profit by its action. 

The move caused some agitation on 
both sides of the chamber in connection 
with the opening of the debate on the 
Cuban bill tomorrow, as it was thought 
to introduce a new element of doubt as 
to the final vote on that measure. 

It was conceded by the supporters of 
the Payne bill that a combination between 
the minority and the fepublicans who op- 
pose reciprocity would make the final 
issue doubtful. Representative Watson, 
of Indiana, who is acting as the repub- 
lican “whip” on the Cuban bill, expresses 
confidence that the bill will pass.

PHILIPPINE NEWS ‘COOKED’

REPORT IS BEING WITHHELD 


Alleged That Root Is Trying To 
Suppress It—MacArthur on 
the Situation. 


Washington, April 7.—The hearings by 
the senate committee on the Philippines 
on the situation in the Philippine archi- 
pelago were resumed today with Major 
General Arthur MacArthur on the etand, 
but before he had begun his testimony 
Senator Culberson, one of the democrat- 
ic members of the committee, took occa- 
sion to call attention to the omission of 
the report of the civil governor of one 
of the Philippine provinces from the 
record of Governor ‘Taft’s testimony. 
This is the report referred to-in the -cor- 
respondence between General Miles and 
Secretary .Root, .of which. the..secretary 
said it contained ‘serious charges against 
the conduct of the army generally in its 
relations to the eivfl government.” 

Culberson Wants Report. 

Senator Culberson quoted this, saying 
that Governor Taft had promised to sup- 
ply tHese reports of the civil govern- 
ment to the committee as they should be 
received. Mr. Culberson thought the 
committee should have this report and 
all others of a similar character. 

Senator Lodge replied that he had 
known nothing of the report that had 
been withheld until he had read the state- 
ment quoted and he had then learned that 
it had been referred to General Chaffee 
in order to secure his comments upon It. 
Undoubtedly, he said, the secretary had 
thought that the charges against army 
officers sheuld not be sent out without an 
explanétion of trem. 

Senators Rawlins and Patterson in- 
dcrsed the position of Senator Culberson, 
Mr. Rawlins said that ff the investigation 
vas to be more than a mere farce the re- 
port should be called for. He took oc- 
casion to say that the secretary of war 
had withheld other information. He als» 
stated that the civil governor of Tabayos 
had been a major in the United States 
army, and he said that the press dis- 
patches indicated that he and other civil 
officers of the province had been placed 
under arrest last Friday, ‘doubtiess,’’ 
he added, “because of the character of 
the report.”’ 

Carmack Charges ‘‘Cooking.”’ 

Mr. Carmack expressed the opinion that 
the secretary of war had “ccme into 
possession of information that did not 
suit his views and is trying to suppress 
it until he could cook up something to 
break the force of it.” 

Senator Culberson changed his resolu- 
tion so as to call directly upon the sec- 
retary of war for the report with re- 
quest to forward any information he 
may have from General Chaffee and in 
this form the resolution was adopted. 

General. MacArthur then began his 
statement, saying that after a complets 
study of the Philippine situation he had 
econcluded that permarent American oc- 
cUpation of the islands was advisable. 


WHAT UNCLE SAM WILL PAY 


For Right To Cut a Canal Through 
Nicaraguan Republic. 
Washington, April 7.—It is understood 
that Mr. Corea, the Nicaraguan minister 
here, has forwarded to his government 
a proposition as to the price the United 
States would be likely to pay for Nica- 
raguan canal rights, the proposition hav- 
ing..beén submitted to the minister by 

Secretary Hay. , 

Mr. Corea for Nicaragua and Minister 
Calyo for Costa Rica have decided to 
do away with the protocol stage in their 
negotiations regarding a canal and are 
preparing drafts on treaties which will 
embody the terms under which their re- 
spective governments will cede the nec- 
essary canal rights. These treaty drafts

Washington, April 7.—The agitation in 
favor of changing the date of inaugura- 
tion of the president from the 4th of 
March to the Jlatter part of Aprfl re- 
ceived an impetus today at the meeting 
of the national committee having the 

proposition under consideration.

Washington, April 7.—The first monthly 
meeting of the council of administration 
of the bureau of American republics 
since the ‘reorganization effected last 
month was held at the state department 
today, Secretary Hay presiding and near- 
ly every American republic being rep- 
resented. Dr: Rodriguez, the secretary 
of the bureau, was unanimously elected 
chief translator and librarian of the 
new Columbus library. 

This institution, projected at the Mexi- 
can congress, is cast on large lines with 
a purpose to include not merely Colum- 
bian, but also all literature touching ad- 
ministrative and governmental functions, 
history, natural resources and other mat- 
ters of interest pertaining to the Ameri- 
can republics. M. Veloz Goiticoa, an at- 
tache of the Venezuelan legation, was 
elected secretary to the council.

Chinese Exclusion Bill of a 
Very Drastic Gharacter 
Passed by House. 


EXCLUSION LAW E®TENDED 
TO INSULAR TERRITORY 


Senate Bill Extending Charters of 
Wational Banks for Twenty 
Years Passed, the Demo- 
crats Being Taken by, 

. Surprise. | 


— 


Washington, April 7.—The house today 
passed the Chinese exclusion bill, after 
incorporating in it several amendments 
which increased the drastic character of 
the measure. The principal one not only 
excludes Chinese by birth and descent, 
but Chinese of ‘mixed blood. The chief 
struggle was over an amendment to pro- 
hibit the employment of Chinese sailors 
on American ships. .An amendment cov- 
ering this proposition at first was ruled 
out on a point of order, but subsequently 
was modified to evade the ruling and was 
adopted, 100 to 74. As passed the Dill 
practically reenacts al] the existing ex- 
clusion laws and incorporates with them 
the exisiting treasury regulations. 

It extends these exclusion laws to the 
Philippines and the other possessions of 
the United States and forbids Chinese 14- 
borers in our colonial possessions coming 
into this country. The Philippine com- 
mission, by the terms of the bill, is di- 
rected to adopt proper measures for the 
enforcement of the previsions of the bill 
in the Philippines. 

The conference report on the war rev®- 
nue tax repeal bill was adopted and the 
bill sent to the white house. 

Late in the afternoon Mr. ‘Fowler, of 
New Jersey, moved to pass under suspen- 
sion of the rules the senate bill.to extend 
the charters of nationg! banks for twenty 
years, 

The democrats were taken completely 
by surprise. As it was after the usual 
fiour for adjournment, the attendance 
was slim. The democrats attempted to 
filibuster, but a call of the house finally 
secured a quorum and the bill was passed, 
117 to 4. 

Chinese on American Ships. 


Mr. Clark, of Missouri, offered the 
amendment to the Chinese exclusion bill 
prohibiting the employment of Chinese 
laborers on American ships as follows: 

‘“And it shall be unlawful for any ves- 
sel holding an American register to have 
or to employ in its crew any Chinese 
person not entitled to admission to the 
United States, or into the portion of the 
territory of the United States to which 
such vessel plies; and any violation of 
this provision shall be punishable by 4 
fine not exceeding $2,000.”’ 

Mr. Clark made a strong plea for the 
amendment, declaring that the purpos2 
of the exclusion bill -was to protect 
American labor. His amendment, he 
said, was to protect American sailors 

In order to meet a ruling of the chair, 
the amendment was modified so ag to 
provide that it should be unlawful for 
en American ship for a voyage terminat- 
ing at an American port to employ Chi- 
nése. sailors. 

Mr. Hitt vigorously opposed the amend- 
ment. He declared that such a provision 
would drive the American ships on the 
Pacific under the British flag, 

Mr. Clark, favoring. the amendment, 
served notice that if the provision was 
defeated, he would offer it as an amend- 
ment to the ship subsidy bill. 

At this point the committe2 arose to 
permit Mr. Payne, the majority leader, 
te call up the conference report on the 
war revenue rereal bill. : 


Richardson and Revenue Repeal. 


Mr. Richardson, the democratic mem- 
ber of the Rouse conferees, explained 
why he declined to sign the report. : He 
said the democrats did not believe that 
ali the war revenue taxes shold be re- 
pealed and taxes on the necessaries of 
“fe remain. For instance, he said, he 
favored the senate amendment which 
would have allowed the tax on bucket 
shops to remain, but whieh the con- 
ferees disagreed to. 

Mr. Payne in reply stated that he had 
opposed the senate amendment because 
he did not believe in taxing the small 
gamblers’ and allowing the big ones to 
@o scot free. ‘Besides,’’ he said, “‘we 
promised the people that we would re- 
move every vestige of the war taxes find 
we want to. keep our promise.” 

The réport was then adopted without 
division. ’ 

‘The. consideration of the pending 
amendment to the exclusion act was then 
resumed. Mr. Cannon agreed with Mr. 
Hitt that the adoption of this provision 
would force American ships to sail under 
fcreign register. 

Upon the completion of the bill, Mr. 
Clark announced that as the main fea- 
tures of the mincrity bill had been placed 
upon the majority bill, and ig that wav 
made it more drastic than the original 
w.ajority: bill, he would not usk a vote 
upon the substitute. . 

As amended the bill then was passed 
without division. 


PROBING OF “BRITISH CAMP.” 


Nam: of Officer Doing Work Will 
Be Kept Secret. 


Washington, April 7.—At the suggestion 
of the attorney general and secretary 
of state, the war department has decided 
to withholkd from publication the name 
of the officer selected to inquire into the 
actual conditions at Port Chalmette, La., 
whence animals and supplies are being 
shipped to the British army; in South 
Africa. It is felt that the officer's pur- 
pese might be thwarted by publicity at 
this stage. 

It had been rumored that General 
Brooke, who has gone to Chickamauga 
to locate some camp sites for returning 
cavalrymen from Cuba, had been charged 
to procead thence to Port Chalmette to 
make the investigation, but this is denied 
at the war department.

Senate Yields to the House and 
Eliminates the Impost. 


BACON INSISTS ON THE TAX 


But Conferees Allege Its Retention 
Would Endariger the Revenue 
Repeal Bill. 


Washington, April 7.—Considerable time 
was consumed by the senate today in 
a discussion of the. conference repert on 
the bill to reduce war revenue taxes. 
As passed by the senate the tax on trans- 
actions in so-called bucketshops was 
retained. The conferees struck out that 
provision, it being explained that the 
house would not consent to its retention. 
Mr. Berry of Arkansas, Mr. Bacon of 
Georgia, and Mr; Pettus of Alabama, 
insisted that the senate should demand 
the retention of the tax. 

Mr. Bacon maintained that as the tax 
upon bucket-shops was a proper source 
of revenue, amd the tax manifestly was 
properly laid, it ought to be continued. 
He said that the law applied to both 
boards of trade amd bucket-shops, ex- 


cept, as to to the latter, it applied to 
both legal and illegal contracts. Hé 
thought it was clearly within the pur- 
view of the conferees. to deal with the 
levying of the tax upon transactions, 
both in bucket-shops and in regular ex- 
changes. 

Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Tslami, Mr. Al- 
lison of Iowa, and Mr. Spooner of Wiscon- 
sin, while they were in favor of the tax, 
explained that it could not be retained 
without endangering the: entire measure. 
The conference report finally was adopt- 
ed, 36 to 20, He 

Mr. Simmons of North Carolina, ex- 
plained briefly why he shoul support the 
Chinese exclusion bul, although he frank- 
ly said he would do.so with some re- 
luctance. Mr, Simmens was reluctant 
to vote for the measure, especially be- 
cause the cotton mapufacturers of his 
state and .of the south generally were 
appealing against its enactment. They 
fear, he said,.that it will lead-to retalia- 
tory action on the part of China and that 
their market.in the Orient might be 
checked if not destroyed. {

He said he had only consented to refrain 
from fighting the treaty in the senate be- 
cause it was represented to him that Den- 
mark was seeking to sell the islands and 
that,.as the United States* would not al- 
low her to sell them to any European 
government, it was only right that we 
should purchase them ourselves. He cer- 
tainly would never have voted to ratify 
the treaty had he known that this govern- 
ment had been placed in the attitude of 
being the one anxious to pring about the 


transfer.

New York, April 7—Albert T. Patrick, 
who was convicted on March 26 of the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, was sen- 
tence today by Recorder Goff to be put 
to death in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing prison on May 5. Rice died in this 
city on September 23, 1900. An appeal 
to be made to the court of appeals by 
Patrick’s counsel will act as a stay of 
execution pending a decision by the high- 
er co¢rt. The recorder, in pronouncing 
sentence, made no comment on the jury’s 
verdict. 

To the customary question as to wheth- 
er the defendant had anything to say as 
to why judgment should not be pro- 
nounced, Mr. House, Patrick’s chief coun- 
sel, said he desired to make a motion for 
a Rew trial, because the verdict was 
contTary to law; because it was clearly 
against the evidence; because it was 
against the weight of evidence; because 
the court erred in denying the defend- 
ant’s motion to advise the jury to ac- 


quit; because the court admitted illegal 


and improper evidence against the de- 


fendant’s objection; because the court ex- 
cluded legal evidence offered by the de- 
fendant; because the court misdirected 
the jury in matters of law; because the 
court refused to direct the prosecution » 
elect upon which count of the indictment 
it would submit the question of the guilt 
or innocence of the defendant, and be- 
cause it did not appear ffom the record 
of the verdict of what crime the defend- 
ant had been found gulity. 

The recorder denied the motion for a 
new trial. Mr. House took an exception 
and moved for an arrest of judgment, 
This was denied, and sentence was then 
pronounced by the recorder, 

Patrick was taken to Sing Sing on a 
train which left here at 1:05 p.m. His 
wife, who was Mrs. Addie. M. Frances, 
was a passenger on the same train. 

Before entering the carriage which was 
to take him to the prison, Patrick kissed 
his wife and said goodby. At the prison 
his. beard was shaved off and he was 
placed in a cell in the death house. He 
will not be required to wear the prison

General Denies Responsibility for 
the Executions by Waller 


Smith Says He Didn’t Know What 
Waller Meant When He Wired 
About “Expending Eleven 
Prisoners’’--Discusses 
Condition in Samar. 


Manila. April 7.—General Jacob H. 
Smith, commanding the American forces 
in the island of Samar. was the only wit- 
mess today at the trial by courtmartial 
of Major Waller, of the marine corps. 

General Smith denies that he ever gave 
Major Waller power of life and death 
exceeding general order No. 100. He said 
he received the first news of the killing 
at Basey, where Major Waller and Lieu- 
tenant Day. of the marine corps. are 
charged with having killed three natives, 
from General Chaffee. General Smith 
explained that his order to Major Waller 
about not being burdened with prisoners 
meant to disarm and release those pris- 
oners who were not charged with serious 
offenses. He said he had not understood 
the meaning of Major Waller's telegram 
about “expending eleven prisoners.” 

The official report of Lieutenant Streb- 
ler, of the Philippine scou'ts, on the*cap- 
ture of the insuewent general. Liv™an, has 
been publisher] and is indorsed by Gen- 
eral Smfth, who considers ‘the report con- 
cise and. graphic. 

It is impossible for anv one not ac- 
quainted with the island of Samar, says 
General Smith, Yo realize the difficulties 
atl hardships of the expedition. Streb- 
ler’s command is entitled to the highest 
praise for ene of the most important cap- 
tures ever made in the Philippines. Gen- 
eral Smith strongly recommends that 
Strebler be given a commission as first 
lieutenant in the regulars and that Ser- 
geant Lera be made second lieutenant 
of the native scouts. 

These recommendations have been in- 
dorsed by General Wade and approved by 
General Chaffee. General Chaffee thinks, 
however, that congressional action may 
be required in order to obtain the de- 
sired commission for Second Lieutenant 
Strebler. He has already given Sergeant 
Lara a commission as second lieutenant 
In the scouts. 

Generals Chaffee and Sanger left here 
today on board the United States gun- 
boat Princeton on a tour of inspection 
to the Zamboanga district of the island 
of Mindanao and the island of Samar. 
They will probably be absent until after 
April 15, upon which date Guevarra, Luk- 
ban’s successor in Samar, will surrender.

This is heliev- 
ed to show the desperate straits of the 
opposition.

Jacmel Falls Into the Hands of Hai- 
tien Revolutionists. 


ALL PRISONERS ARE FREED 


Several Men Killed and Wounded.

Port-au-Prince, Haiti, April 7.—A num- 
ber of revolutionists commanded by Gen- 
eral Nicolas Baptiste attacked and cap- 
tured Jacmel, a town on the south coast 
the Haiti, on Saturday, occupied that 
town for twenty-four hours, released the 
persons who had been imprisoned there, 
and then retired to the hills, taking with 
them all the arms and ammunition they 
could obtain. During the fighting, which 
preceded the capture of Jacmel, two men 
were killed and a number were wounded,

has started for Jacmel with arms and am- 
munition for that place, and the minister 
of war, V. Guillaume, has also left for 
Jacmel with a detachment of troops.

London, April 8.—In a dispatch dated 
Moscow, Friday, April 4, the correspond- 
ent of The Times says the American con- 
sul at Moscow, Samuej Smith. has re-. 
ceived a communication purporting to 
come from the mothers and sisters of 
imprisoned Russian students, protgssting 
against the cruelties to which the latter

The petitioners say that they are con- 
vinced that the czar is ignorant of these 
cruelties, otherwise his known kindness 
of heart would prompt him to stop them.

LIKE SAVAGES 
THEY MAKE WAR 


Once More the Boers Charge 
the British With Uncivi- 
lized Conduct. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
SAID TO HAVE BEEN KILLED 


British Trooper Charges Fellows with 
Kilhng Boys and Girls—Dela- 
rey’s Aged Mother Driven 
Into. Klerksdorp—Wom- 
en Wander on Veldt. 


Liverpool, April 7.—A former trooper of 
the Bushveldt Carbineers, who has re- 
turned here, is quoted as saying that the 
convicted Australian officers belonging to 
that corps, since disbanded, “murdered 
from thirty-five to forty persons. As an 
instance of their cold-bloodedness, the 
treooper relates how three Dutch children, 
two brothers, 10 and 12 years of age, re- 
srectively, and their little sister arrived 
at the Carbineers’ camp to surrender in 
order to be given food. &he girl and one 


of the boys were wounded. The uninjured 
boy took his little brother on his back 
and was carrying him off when a second 
shot killed both boys. The girl died short- 
ly afterwards. 

‘Women Used as Screens. 

Amsterdam, April 7.—The Boer bureau 
here has published a report which was 
sent last January by General Delarey to 
Mr. Kruger, and which is countersigned 
by Ignatius Ferreira, the acting states 
attorney. 

This report contains numerous stories 
of alleged British atrocities, and is sup- 
ported by affidavits. Besides the general 
accusations of placing women as screens 
arcund the British camps, as a result of 
which practice m&ny women are said to 
have been killed, General Delgrey gives 
specific instances with names and dates 
of the killing of wounded prisoners and 
women. He complains that owing to 
Lerd Metheun’s persecution his own wife, 
with six children, have been wandering 
on the veldt for the past year. General 
Delarey complains also that his mother, 
eged 83 years, was driven into Klerks- 
dcrp after her cattle had been stolen and 
her house burned. 

Vander Merwe, late mining commission- 
er of the Rand, now fighting with Dela- 
rey, appends a further list of atrcjemecs 
committed on womén and children, to the 
report of General Delarey. 

Kritzinger Is Acquitted. 

London, April 7.—A dispatch from Lord 
a<itchener, dated from _ Pretoria, says 
Commandant Kritzinger, who was cap- 
tured by General French at Hanover 
Road, Cape Colony, December 17 last. 
and who has been tried by courtmartial 
on the charge of having committed fog: 
murders, in addition to train wrecking 
and cruelty to prisoners, has been ac- 
quitted, and is being well treated as an 
ordinary prisoner of war. 


WRECK ON GREAT NORTHERN. 


Passenger Train Strikes a Freight 
Car—No One Killed. 


Spokane, Wash., April 7.—Great North- 
err? officials state that an east bound 
passenger train was wrecked at Winches- 
ter this morning by a collision with a 
freight car, which had been blown upon 
the track. ‘The engine and seven cars 
were derailed. The fireman, name un- 
known, is believed to have escaped with 
a few scratches. 

The advices received from the railroad 
superintendent's office indicate that no 
one else was seriously injured. It is ex- 
pected that the track will be clear to- 
night. There is no telegraph station at 
Winchester.

Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, April 
7.—News hes reached’ here that the sea- 
port of Tucacas, in the state of Lara, 
was taken April 3 by revolutionary forces 
under Solagny. 

German merchants at Caracas have re- 
ceived information that Barqtisimeto, the 
capital of the stete of .Jiaifa, has been 
in possession of the revolutionists since 
Apri! 4. 

The revolution in the.western part of 
Venezuela has made much progress dur- 
ing the past week, and the government 
has been obliged to-send reinforcements 
of troops and supplies of ammunition 
daily to many parts of the republic. 

General Esceleante and two of President 
Castros brothers sufferefl severe defeat 
at the hends of irsurgents under Roran- 
do, Penalcsa and Ducharme, April 3, at 
San Agostin, near Caruvano, in the state 
cf Bermudez. Of ‘he 830 government sol- 
diers engagec in this action only 350 re- 
treated; the remainder being killed, 
wounded or deserting. 

The government was defeated in an- 
other engagement April 4 near Elpilar, 
when its soldiers were trying to reach 
Cariaco in Bermudez. On this occasion 
the government troops again retreated to 
Carupano, where General Escalante is 
awaiting reinforcements. 

The situation at Carupano was sstill 
without change April 6. There the revo- 
lutionists and the government forces are 
facing each o.uet gn an attitude of ex- 
pectancy. 

The town of Cumana, also in Bermudez, 
is surrounded by revolutionary forces. 

Barcelona, the capital of the state of 
Bermudez, is again closely watched by 
the insurgents under Monagas. General 
Velutini, the minister of the interior, 
has recently been sent to this town. 

The situation of the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment is becoming critical. It is al- 
most without financial resources and con- 
sequently cannot pay its soldiers. The 
ptople are making efforts to escape forci- 
ble enlistment in the army, and President 
Castro has been obliged to bring troops 
from the state of Los Andes. Castro was 
born in this state, and the men from 
there are called Andinos. 


THIRTY PERSONS HOMELESS. 


Entire Block Destroyed by Fire in 
Chicago. 


Chicago, April 7.«Thirty persons were 
driven into the street today by a fire 
which destroyed the block of frame build- 
ings on Cottage Grove avenue, between 
North .street and Oakwood boulevard. 
The destroyed buildings number nine, 
and were landmarks on the south side. 
They burned like tinder, and the firemen 
failed completely to check the flames 
till the new brick building occupied by 
the Oakland nat*onal bank was reached.

They may 
cherter ships or véssels; may undertake 
all kirds of financial guarantee and in- 
d=mnity business, as well as all kinds of 
agency business; the company may lay 
out land for building purposes, May ac- 
quire licenses and enter into agree- 
ment with governments of authorities, 
supreme, municipal or local. 

The capital stock of the company 
£5,000,000. 

Another item of interest in tobacco cir- 
cles is that letters received here from 
England state that the independent fac- 
tories in England which have allied them- 
selves with neither the American Tobac- 
co company nor the Imperial are likely tode- 
velop into an unexpected power and may 
ever take the stand of a rival of the Ime 
pemrial company for British favor. They 
are showing a disposition te buy consid- 
erable tobacco at present and apparently 
renew business.

He Is Much: Interested in Sword Prt. 
sentation. 


THE BLADE A SUPEBB ONE 


South Carolinans Look Forward with. 
Greatest Interest to the Visit 
of President Roosevelt and 
His Presentation of the 
Sword. 


Columbia, 8. C., April 7.—(Special.)—It 
ts an unusual event for the president of 
the United States to present a sword of 
honor, but the circumstances. connected 
with the incident to take place at Charles- 
ton next Wednesday, president’s day, at 
the Interstate exposition, will rendered it 
an especially unique occasion. And this 
does not refer to the recent local oc- 
currences in which an official of the state 
figured ami which so deeply mortified 
South Carolinans. 

President Roosevelt’s visit to Charles- 
ton will be the first occasion on which a 
republican president has addressed Caro- 
their native heath; the first 
time the choice of that party for presi- 
dent hag visited Charleston, the oldest 
city in this part of the country. 

Major Micah J. Jenkins, who is to be 
honored by this state and the chief officer 
of the nation, is so honored because of 
gallantry in fighting for the United States. 
Strangely enough, his distinguished con- 
duct as captain in the famous Rough 
Riders that won him promotion ‘to major 
in that regiment was not known in his 
native state until] the history of the com- 
mand, written by Roosevelt when govern- 
or of New York and issued when prest- 
dent. was read here. And this is the son 
of another Micah Jenkins, of South Caro- 
lina, who dfed fighting against the flag 
his son was willing to serve. 

General Hampton Interested. 

General Wade Hampton, who last week 
celebrated his eighty-fourth birthday, has 
taken keen interest in the sword presen- 
tation. He selected from the president’s 
book extracts of his references to Jen- 
kins to be engraved upon the sword. In 
reference to this matter a day or two ago 
the general said: 

“That young man could not be anything 
but brave. His father was one of the 
finest soldiers I ever knew. He was most 
gallant. 

“T was promoted,’’ he continued, ‘‘be- 
fore the seven days’ battle around Rich- 
mond, but when the battle began had not 
been assigned to a brigade. When the 
fighting. commenced I was was given a 
Virginia brigade and commanded it 
through the battle. In course of the bat- 
tle, which has gone down into history as 
one of the bloodiest on record, I came 
upon Jenkins’ regiment just as it had 
suddenly got squarely face to face with 
a regiment of the enemy. It was a criti- 
cal moment, but Jenkins was too quick 
for the other fellow and fired first. The 
destruction was terrible, as I saw them. 
and passing over the field later I realized 
how important Jenkins’ action had been. 
The men lay there in heaps. 

“After the battle,” continued the old 
genetal, ‘I reported to the secretary of 
war to give up the brigade I had com- 
manded and receive the one intended for 
me. AS I was going in I met Colonel 
Jenkins coming out and sfopped to speak 
about the fight: When I saw the secre- 
tary he pra@posed to give me the brigade 
in which was Jenkins’ regiment, as they 
wanted me to have a South Carolina bri- 
gade. -But I told the secretary I could 
not take that brigade; that Jenkins de- 
served it himself: that he had conducted 
himself with great gallantry and de- 
served promotion. And on my frecom- 
mendation Colonel Jenkins was thereupon 
promoted to brigadier general.”’ 

And forty years later on the recom- 
mendation of Colonel Roosevelt, Micah 
Jenkins was promoted to major in the 
army of his fatner that day fought so 
well, 

While riding with General Longstreet in 
the battle of the Wilderness, May 6, 1864, 
General Jenkins was killed by his own 
men, who mistakirg the Twelft Virgin- 
ia for the enemy, fired upon them. The 
Virginians dropped to the ground and 
escaped the volley, but the group of of- 
ficers suffered. Jenkins was instantly 
killed, and Longstreet received a minie 
ball in the throat. 

A Feature of the Day. 

There will be another feature of the 
sword presentation, establishing a con- 
nection between ghe first battle for Cu- 
ba nindependence which took plag@ at 
Cardenas more than a half century ago, 
and the last in which Roosevelt and Jen- 
kins won honor. A son of the Cuban 
who shed the first blood spilt for “Cuba 
Libre’’ fifty-odd years ago, will be upon 
the sword committee. The Cuban after- 
wards became a general in the confeder- 
ate army, and his sons 1 turn went into 
the United States army to fight the 
Spaniards. 

The sword to be given Major Jenkins 
is exceedingly handsome. Th@ blajie is 
French, inlaid with gold by a process 
not known to this country. <A palmetto 
tree is wrought upon it, and the hilt 
displays exquisite workmanship, and is 
liberally studded with diamonds. 

Major Jenkins is a graduate of West 
Point. He resigned from the army after 
a service of a few years. There was a 
story to the effect that he took this steg 
preparatory to sending a challenge to a 
fellow officer who was his superior in 
rank. There was, however, no fight, as 
the invitation to a duel was not accepted.

State Health ‘Board ‘She ‘Shows Smallpox 
in Pweitty-Four Counties. 

Raleigh, N. .Q,, April 7.—(Special.)—The 
March bulletin of the state board of 
health, issued today, says smallpox pre- 
vails in twenty-four counties and that 
in Wilson: county there are ninety-seven 
cases.

AUGUSTA MILL 


Operatives in King Mill Go 
~ Out When the Increase-Is 
Refused. 


WANTED THEIR WAGES 
RAISED TEN PER CENT 


Other Mills Will Aun Until Tonight. 
If Trouble Is Still Unsettled, 
Every One in the District 
Will Then Shut Down. 


Augusta, Ga., April 7.—Eight hundred 
hands employed in the King cotton mills 
here went on strike today for a 10 per 
rent increase in wages. The strike is 
being conducted from Fall River by one 
of the national efficers of the Textile 
Workers’ Association. 

All other mills in this district will con- 
tinue to run until Tuesday night. If by 
that time the trouble in the King mill 
is not settled the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation will close every mil] in Augusta, 
Aiken, Vaucluse, Graniteville, Warren- 
ville, Bath. Langley and Clearwater. 
throwing 10,000 people out of employment. 

The strikers claim they will win in two 
weeks, because they waited until all mills 
had a large rush of orjers on hand. The 
mill owners deny this. The best order 
prevails. 


JOURNAL OF LABOR ADVICE. 


Suggests That Both Sides in Augusta 
Go Slowly. 

In a recent edition of The Journal of 
Tabor appears an editorial under the title 
“To the Augusta Mill People.’’ Both sides 
of the question are carefully gone over in 
@ conservative manner. The editorial in 
part follows: 

The Journal of Labor, as you know, is your 
true and tried friend. As the official organ 
of the Georgia Federation of Labor, The Jour- 
mal of Labor has for years battled for the 
rights of the working people of Georgia and 
of the south.

You, of the King mill, have respectfully and 
earnestly presented your claims. 

This ‘‘lockout’’ by the mill owners will not 
only result in great hardships to themselves 
ard the mill operatives, but will affect all 
classes of citizens in Augusta and neighbor- 
ing territory. 

And in the consideration of these questions 
of strikes and lockouts, the réghts and well- 
being of the general public shov!d be tanen 
into account by both employers and employees. 

In your interests, as well as in behalf of the

NO COMMITMENT TRIAL HELD. 


Deputy Sheriff Was Buried Today. 
Rice Is in Jail. . 

Macon, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—R. C. 
Rice was not arraigned in the recorder’s 
court today for a commitment hear- 
ing on the charge of killing Beputy Sher- 
iff John Bennett, as a warrant had been 
Sworn out against him in Justice Balk- 
com’s court and the trial set for next 
Wednesday. Hon. Washington Dessau 
has been retained to defend Rice. 

Rice is still in jail. He still insists that 
he had no intention of killing Bennett 
and did not know the pistol was loaded 
when he pointed it at Bennett.

FIGHT TO THE DEATH IN BUGGY 


WHITE MAN KILLS NEGRO WHO 
USED KNIFE ’ 


’ 


Latter Undertook To Cut Former, 
Who Used His Pistol with 
Fatal Effect. - 


Waycross, Ga., April 7.—(Spectal.) 
About 8 o'clock this morning Mitchel J. 
Joiner was in a buggy with a negro, 
Silas Johnson, when the negro under- 
took to cut him with a knife. 

He raised his right hand holding the 
knife, catching Mr. Joiner by the shoulder 
with the other hand. 

Mr. Joiner grabbed the hand of the 
negro holding the knife with his left 
hand and with his right drew his pistol. 

The negro kept trying to cut Mr. Joiner. 
but before he did so Mr. Joiner planted 
a bullet in his assatlant’s forehead. He 
shot him three times, each ball taking 
effect in his’ head, either wound being 
sufficient to-produ¢e death. 

When the pistol was fired the horse 
began running. The negro fell from the 
buggy dead. Mr. Joiner fell or was 
thrown from the buggy on the opposite 
side. 

The difficulty occurred near Mr. Joiner’s 
residence, 3 miles north of Waycross. 
The tragedy was witnessed By J. S. 
Joiner, father of.the man who did the 
shooting, and Mr. Walters, a farmer. 

Immediately after the shooting Mr. 
Joiner came to town and gave himself 
up to Sheriff McClellan. Coroner Jack- 
son Grimes and jury went out and held 
an inquest, accompanied by _ Solicitor 
John W. Bennett and Sheriff McClellan. 
The verdict of the jury was justifiable 
homicide. The trouble, occurred near 
Mr. Joiner’s home and was caused by a 
misunderstanding over some’ business 
transactions.

FIGHT STARTS | 
FOR TWO LIVES 


Stover and Pirkle on Trial 
Charged With the Murder 
of Mrs. C. A.-Blake, 


iSPECIAL TERM IS CALLED 


OF HALL SUPERIOR COURT 


The Two Men Are Indicted by the 


Grand Jury and the Trial Is 
Started at the Afternoon 
Session of the Court. 


Gainesville, Ga., Apri 7.—(Special.)— 
The special term «f Hall superior cour 
called to try Harve Stover and Charley 
Pirkle for the murder of Mrs. Christina 
A. Blake, on the lith of March, in 
Clinchem district, this county, was con- 
veneid this morning, Judge J. B. Estes 
presiding. Thirty grand jurors and sev- 
enty-two special jurors were drawn, and 
responded when called at 10:30 o'clock 
this morning. : 

The grand jury was organized with 
Frank T. Davie, of Flowery Branch, as 
foreman, and T. 8. Campbell, of Gaines- 
ville, as secretary. Judge Estes delivered 
a lengthy charge to the jury, in which he 
declared it was to the credit of the citi- 
zens of the county that they haa allowed 
reason to predominate ovcr their indigna- 
tion and passion, and had, in the face of 
the great crime wtich had been commit- 
ted, assembled in a quiet and orderly 
manner to let justice and the la ba 
administered in the way it should be. He 
chargei them to do their duty fairly and 
fearlessly, and true presentments make. 

Judge Estes. after dwelling upon these 
matters, referred to his pet theme, good 
roads, and stated that it was only.a 
question of time before a Hall county 
grand jury would recommend the ailterna- 
tive road law. 

After listening to the charge, the grand 
jury r=tired to their room to take up the 
business before them. Two parels of spe- 
cial jurors were selected. after which 
court acjourned until 2 9 clock this after- 
noon, 

True Bill Is Returned. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon the grand 
jury returned a jcint bill of indictment 
against Harve Stover and Charley Pirkle, 
charging them with the outrage and mur- 
der ‘of Mrs. Christina Blake. 

The selection of the jury was immedi- 
ately taken up, the defendants having 
been brvuught into court from the county 
jail iremediately after court reassembDied. 
This work consumed only one hour, 
twelve men being selected out of a total 
of nineteen called. The jury is composed 
cf the following well-known citizens: 
Will H. Devis, Tally T.“Haynes, John J. 
Martin, J. I. Bell, Walter Martin, J. PF. 
Lathem, J. T. Farmer, James R. Elrod, 
M. K. Elrod, W. A. McEver, L. G. H2i- 
land and J. H. Irvin. 

Pirkle and Stover, who are represented 
by Colcnels W. B. Sloan and B. P. Gal- 
liard, elected to be severed, and Pirkle 
was put on trial. Solicitor Charters is 
essistcd in the prosecution by Colonel 
Howard T’hcmpscen. The solicitor read 
the bill of indictment to the, jury and 
outlined what he expected to prove. This 
concli:ded, evidence was introduced. 

The first witness was Mrs. Laura Evans, 
adopted daughter of the widow Blake, 
who was murdered. She resided fn the 
same house with Mrs. Blake, and testi- 
fied that she was there when Pirkle and 
Stover arrived in a wagon, which con- 
tained a case of whisky. She said they 
were drinking at the time, and became so 
boisterous that, through fear, she left 
the house and went to Mrs. Mackey’s, a 
neighbor's home. 

She testified that Stover followed her 
a portion of the way as she was leaving 
the houme, begging her to return. Pirkle 
and the old lady were in the house when 
she left, and Stover returned there after 
leaving her. 

After remaining at Mrs. Mackey’s fora 
few minutes she went back home, and 
stepping in the back door, saw her moth- 
er lying upon the floor. qpad, and Stover 
and Pirkle outstretched upon the floor 
in a drunken stupor. She went back to 
Mrs. Mackey’s for help, and the latter re- 
turned with her and viewed the ‘same 
sight. ~ 

Mrs. Evans then described the condi- 
tion of Mrs. Blake as to wounds and 
lacerations upon her body. 

The State’s Witnesses. 

The other witnesses introduced by the 
state were N. B. Clark, Sam Davis, Tom 
Fraser, John Mackie, James Pirkle, G. W. 
Pirkle, Law Hawkins, Dr. T. C. Garner, 
and Dr. K. A. Smith. The evidence of 
all save the last two, who made a post 
mortem examination, corroborated the 
statement of Mrs. Evans as to the condi- 
tion “and position of the body of Mrs. 
Blake and Pirkle and Stover. 

Drs. Gower and Smith testified as to the 
number of bruises and lacerations on 
Mrs. Blake’s body, and said that the 
most probable cause of her death was 
strangulation or smothering. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Smith's testi- 
mony the state rested its case and court 
adjourned until tomorrow morning at 8 
o'clock. 

The prisoners do not seem to realize 
that they are on trial for their lives, al- 
though they appeared to be interested in 
the testimony brought out today. They 
were composed and showed no excitement 
of manner. They spoke to no one in the 
court room, only answering such ques- 
tions as were asked Pirkle, who is on 
trial, by his attorneys. 

There was a large crowd in the court 
room during the day, though there were 
not as many people in town to attend 
the trial as was expected.

When The Constitution put the 
public on notice in reference to the 
increase in rates it at the same time 
declared editorially that the people 
were being unfairly treated by the in- 
surance companies and that they 
should not submit without protest. In 
its issue of a week ago The Constitu- 
tion said editorially on this subject: 


Why should we vote upon the city large 
bond isares and <nnual interest charges 
and make large outlays for maintenance 
of first-class water works. pumps, main3 
and hydrants, primarily for fire-fighting 
purposes, if none of them are to be taken 
into account by the insurance companies 
in estimating risks and apportioning 
premiums? Do these things weigh noth- 
ing in favor of Atlanta to warrant more 
favorable rates than are given to other 
towns that have nore of these things and 


still fight fires from street cisterns with_ 


bucket-toters? 

It ecartainly looks emphatically unfair 
for the insurance underwriters to with- 
hold credit for our outlays, equipments 
and proven efficiency for property protec- 
tion. Those things afford them ,their 
very highest security and justice de- 
mands that they be willing to pay some 
premium themselves for euch security to 
their risks. There is no element of fair- 
ners in the genersl raising of premiums 
without reg.rd to the comparative safety 
<f property in the localities covered by 
the rates. 

On Sunday morning The Constitu- 
tion urged the chamber of commerce 
to appoint a committee to confer with 
the Southeastern Tariff Association 
with the view of endeavoring to reach 
@ conclusion which would do justice to 
the city without doing violence to the 
interest of the insurance companies. 
This was again urged editorially yes- 
terday morning. The suggestion of 
The Constitution has been acted upon 
and the stand taken by this newspaper 
in the interests of.the insured of the 
city has brought promptly an agree- 
ment to open up the subject to full in- 
vestigation and discussion. 

The president of the chamber of 
commerce has appointed an able com- 
mittee of that body to meet a commit- 
tee that will be appointed by the pres- 
ident of the Southeastern Tariff Asso- 
ciation. 

These representative gentlemen, ex- 
perienced men of affairs, should be 
able to sit down together and get at 
the bed-rock facts*‘in the case and 
reach a basis of equitable relations be- 
tween the sellers and buyers of fire 
insurance in this city. We have al- 
ready stated truthfully that the com- 
mon opinion of our people is that At- 
lanta has been treated most unjustly 
in this arbitrary raising of rates by 
the underwriters.. But we do not wish 
to prejudge the situation beyond recall 
when the actual state of facts under- 
lying the case are known. While be- 
lieving that the action of the eompa- 
nieg is unjustifiable, we are willing 
and anxious, as spokesman for Public

on the other side. 

If it should surprisingly turn out 
from the deliberations of the joint 
committee that the rates now demand- 
ed of the property owners of Atlanta 
are not exorbitant, but are such as 
‘reason and good conscience warrant 
the companies in exacting, we think 
the people will acquiesce in them with 
the best grace possible, 

But if, on clear exposure, the cham- 
ber of commerce committee shall re- 
port that the rates in Atlanta are un- 
just, are imposed to recover losses for 
which we should not be held responsi- 
ble, and are made without regard for 
the actual hazards taken by the com- 
panies in this community, then the 
time will have come for every Atlan- 
tan to seize his hammer and begin to 
knock against such rank and indefensi- 
ble imposition. 

The Constitution is always an advo- 
cate of fair play and of conservative 
methods, and it suggested this plan 
with the sincere hope that it will lead 
to a just settlement of the pending 
trouble. If the plan fails of that re- 
sult, then our blade will be out to de- 
fend the rights of Atlanta and the in- 
terests of her people. This journal 
has never yet stood mute or idle when 
either were at stake. 


The Appalachian Park. 

The agricultural committee of the 
national house of representatives: has 
favorably passed upon the bill to cre- 
ate a forest reserve in the form of the 
National Appalachian park.’ The re- 
gion embraced is about 3,000 square 
miles, including the wild and pictur- 
esque “land of the sky” in western 
North Carolina and adjacent states. 
The committee favors an appropria- 
tion of $10,000,000 to purchase and pre- 
serve those two millions of acres of 
mountains, valleys, forests and 
streams that constitute a natural park 
more beautiful and worthy of perpetu- 
ity than any scenery of famous Switz- 
erland. 

The arguments in favor of the gov- 
ernment establishing the park are so 
abundant and cogent as to have ob- 
tained the approval of patriots and 
presses throughout the country. The 
proper committee of the senate has al- 
ready indorsed the project and now, 
it would seem, nothing remains of the 
preliminaries other than for our south- 
ern senators and congressmen to get 
behind the measure and push it 
through. 

Those splendid forests, primeval 
and protective of many vital interests, 
are being denuded by the ax of the 
lumberman, who are making merchan- 
dise of glories from the hand of God 
that the hands of men can never re- 
store nor reproduce. .The sacrifice of 
those forests means the lessening of 
the fountain sources of the great and 
important rivers that flow down 
through the southeastern states to the 
sea and gulf. The calamities which. 
would follow upon such denudation of 
the hills from which our crystal 
streams of help come to valley and 
village, farm and city, are simply in- 
calculable. | 

It is sincerely to be hoped that con- 
gress will not delay longer the enact- 
ment of the bill to buy and set apart 
for preservation, recreation and fruit- 
ful service to men and lesser tribes of 
creatures the superb domain in ques- 
tion. We urge the measure as one not 
wholly sentimental. It involves most 
practical issues. And we earnestly 
hope our southern members of con- 
gress will unite their voices and in- 
fluence to bring this laudable and be- | 
neficent project to full fruition. 
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What Did the Gentleman Do? 

A few days ago the versatile head- 
liner of The Constitution capped a 
mortuary item with the statement that 
the victim had “suicided.” And now 
comes our philological friend of The 
Washington Post inquiring after this 
fashion? 

The esteemed Atlanta Constitution used 
to be a great stickler for precision in 
speech. We should like to know where it 
gets its authority for the word ‘‘suicided,”’ 
which it used so conspicuetsly in a head- 
line on Thursday morning. 


the author of the head-line in issue was 
brought to book he boldly confessed 
that he did not bother himself about 
any authority for using the word. He 
pulled out a cart-wheel silver dollar 
and saucily remarked that when he 
found an article of that sort passing 
current in the community he used it 
without stopping to examine the mint- 
mark. Similarly he used the word 
“suicided,” because it is current in 
the vernacular of the day and people 
seem to understand what is meant by 
it without attaching to it a Noah Web- 
sterian certificate of validity or a dia- 
gram of definition. 

However, we find the word properly 
located in the Century Dictionary, 
intransitive verb, 
meaning the act of one who: has com- 
mitted suicide, and accompanied by a 
quotation of accepted use. The editors 
of the dictionary label it “slang,” but 
slang is,a part of the linguistic cur- 
rency of the age and so far from be- 
ing taboo as to find frequent sea-way 
in the labent literature of the es- 
teemed Washington Post itself. 

Some one has aptly said that what 
is often called slang is but compressed 
language—a sesquipedalian, Evartsian 
sentence, or phrase, packed into a ver- 
bal capsule, So liberally has apt slang 
been injected into the conversation 
and literature of the times that. one is 
not really to be justly pilloried in the 
philological penitentiary for using a 
handy sample now and then. 

Of course, we could have said that 
the gentleman who had become de 
funct did so by any number of pro- 
cesses defined in unscandalized 
words. We could have said that he 
“self-effaced,” or “vitaHy- evanesced,” 


or “hari-karied,” or “auto-defed!” But i 


We are frank to confess that when ‘ 


morning bite off the succulent tips of 
the stories ,of the day know that a 
fellow-citizen had personally officiated 
in his own exit from earthly scenes 
and affairs. Hence, we said, and in- 
sist upon’it, that he “suicided.” If he 
didn’t, who did it to him, or what did 
he do?

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Increasing Gold Output. 

Dr. Cabell Whitehead, chief assayer 
of the United States mint, believes 
that the world’s output of gold for 
1903 will reach $400,000,000, and the 
reasons upon which he bases this pre- 
diction are that gold mining will 
shortly be resumed in the Rand Gis- 
trict of South Africa and that large 
discoveries are being made in Alaska 
which will considerably augment the 
supply of the yellow metal. He furth- 
ermore states that improved processes 
of gold mining are being applied with 
very great success to mines which 
have long since been opened up, and 
which were thought to be well nigh 
exhausted. 

Several years ago it looked as if the 
gold mining industry was threatened 
with something like paralysis. Ac- 
cording to figures compiled by The 
Financia] Chronicle the lowest ebb of 
the gold mining industry was reached 
in 1882, when the output aggregated 
only $99,757,848. But in the following 
year it began to creep up again and 
by 1888 it reached. $106,989,440. Then 
it began to move forward at much 
more rapid strides. Since 1897 the 
record of gold mining production has 
shown the following annual results: 
1897, $237,388,998; 1898, $289,743,680; 
1899, $314,630,233; 1900, $262,220,915, 
and 1901, $266,549,300. Unusual ac-: 
tivity characterizes the gold mining 
industry at this particular time and 
when the record for the present year 
is made up it will closely approximate 
the figures for 1899, which showed the 
largest returns for any year during the 
decade. Last year the output was con- 
siderably reduced on account of the 
Boer war in South Africa, but it now 
begins to look as if hostilities will 
shortly be concluded in this quarter, 
while the indications point to in- 
creased activities in the gold -mining 
industry in other parts of the globe. 

If the prediction of Dr. Whitehead is 
verified by actual results the unearth- 
ing of such an enormous output of gold 
will tend to depreciate the value of the 
yellow metal in the world’s market 
and the a:rector of the United States. 
mint is quoted as saying that it will 
have the effecs of disarranging the 
world’s credit to such an extent as to 
make it necessary to readjust the ex- 
isting monetary ratios. But the ene- 
mies of silver contend that the output 
of gold will prevent any contraction 
of the currency with an attendant fall 
in prices and that there will be no 
occasion for reviving the money ques- 
tion. ©

GUTS DOWN THE NEGRO’ VOTE 


More Effective Judicial System. 
Less Hasty and More Carefully 
os Guarded Legislation. 
By 8. B. Woodfin. — i 
Richmord, Va., April 7.-(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The ebmination of che 
greater part of the negro vote and the 


consequent reform of ele@tion methods 
in the state and a simpler and more 


| effective judicial system, less hasty and 


more carefully guarded legislation, rea- 
scnable restrictions thrown areund cor- 
porations, the increase of taxes upon 
them, the reductions in expenses, the 
increase of revenues of the common- 
wealth, the broadening of the powers of 
the governor and the enlargement and 
perfection of a system of popular edu- 
cation, a wider scope for power, agri- 
eultural and Immigration improvements, 
the increased efficiency in county and 
state government, the reduction of ex: 

ses, the increase of revenues of state 
and the reduttion of rate of taxation 
for five years at least, are the prin- 
cipal changes sought to be accomplished 
in the new Virginia constitution wi§ch 
has just been completed and will in al! 
probability become operative in the next 
few months. 

The convention, which adjourned on 
Friday until May 22, will, upon recon- 
vening, pass upon the finished draft of 
the cofstitution as made during the in- 
terim by the committee on final revision, 
of which Hon. William ‘A. Anidergon, at- 
torney general of the state, is chairman. 
The last matter to be determined will be 
whether the new fnstrument shall be 
proclaimed and put into force at once 
or be submitted to the people for ratifi- 
cation. This question was debated at 
length and with great earnestness as 
scon ag the convention assembled early 
in June last sear, but action was deferred 
until the work of the body should have 
been cdmpleted and the members became 
more satisfied as to the sentiment of the 
people. The democratic state convention 
which made the constitutional conven- 
tion an issue and assured its being call- 
ed declared in favor of submission to 
the people and most of the members in 
their canvasses for election declared them- 
selves in favor of that, but the length’ 
of time required by the body in which to 
perform its trying and perplexing service 
and the apparent change of sentiment 
throughout the state will almost cer- 
tainly result in .the constitution being 
proclaimed.+ A great number of those 
who were earnest advocates of submis- 
sion now see that proclamation is much 
better and it is confidently believed that 
when the convention comes to pass upon 
this matter it will without delay and 
with little discussion declare the new 
organic law. 

Eliminating the Negro Vote. 

The great problem for which the con- 
vention was called was that of eliminat- 
ing the negro vote which had ever since 
the war been a vexipg factor in the 
politics of the state and the control of 


T which had led to election methods and 


practices of which the people generally 
kecame tired and sought through this 
means to be relieved of. Of ail the 
ccmmittees of the convention that on the 
elective franchise had by far the most 
delicate, trying and difficult questions 
with which to deal. Its members, like 
the body of the convention and people 
of the state, were sorely divided in their 
view as to how best to get rid of the 
undesirable negro vote without shutting 
out a great number of worthy hut. illiter- 
ate white.men and yet keep the article 
within the scope of -the federal consti- 

tution. United States Senator John W. 
Daniel, who for vears has been the 
Gemocratic leader in Virginia, and has 
more largely than any other one man 
shaped the policy of the party, was made 
chairman of the committee, which, af- 
ter months of arduous Jabor, found itself 
urable tu agree upon a plan and made 
two reports, while several membefs ad- 
lered to individual plans. The majori- 
ty favored the clause especially desired 
by delegates from negro counties em- 
kodying a pérmanent understanding 
‘clause, while the minority, of which 
Senator Daniel was the leader, reported 
a temporary understanding clause with 
a poll tax prerequisite and a permanent 
but. limited educational qualification. 
After months of conference, during most 
of which time Senator Daniel was ab- 
sent by reGson of sickness, a compromise 
Tlan was adopted tuilt on the foundation 
of the Daniel plan as modified by the 
rlan of Senator Carter Glass. of Lynch- 
burg, and worked over into what has 
become Known és tne “compromise 
clause.’”’ The understanding feature in this 
oniy applies for this year and- next, fn 
which time it is believed that all the 
white voters in the state will have been 
registered, and after that the require- 
ments for registration wiil be the pre- 
payment of poll taxes for three years and 
a mo@difie. lucQional qualification. 

A Corporation Commission. 

Next to the suffrage question the fea- 
ture of the new constitution that will at- 
tract most attention is the creation of a 
corporation commission cf three members 
with power to grant charters, under gen- 
eral laws to be enacted by the legisla- 
ture, to exert a general supervision over 
public corporations, including railroads, 
and to regulats railroad rates. In the as- 
sessment of railroad property this com- 
mission supplants the present board of 
public works. No feature of the new con- 
stitution was more bitterly fought than 
this and though the matter was staved off 
until late in the session, it was early ap- 
parent that it would ultimately be adopt- 
ed, The question of taxation received 
careful and hong consideration. The final 
clause adopted applies to railroads as 
well as to other property, but the prin- 
cipal shall be taxed once and once only. 
These corporations will be taxed on their 
physical property and their franchises, 
but stocks and bonds will be relieved from 
additional burdens. 

In a general way the rights of the peo- 
ple have been enlarged under the new 
constitution and the privileges wf corpora- 
ticns have been restricted and the in- 
terests of municipalities are given better 
protection from franchise grabbers. The 
governot’s powers sre somewhat en- 
larged and effective safeguards are pro- 
vided against hasty legislation. 

lt is provided that no law shall be en- 
acted until it has beer referred to a com- 
mittee, printed, reported from the com- 
mittee and read in full three different 
times in each branch and the vote taken 
by “yeas” and ‘‘nays’’ upon its passage. 
At least two-fifths of the members elect- 
eG to each house shall vote on the bilj be- 
fore it becomes a law. The general as- 
sembly will be relieved of the flood of 
private bills that usually take up so 
much time. A joint standing committee 
shall have supervision of ail such meas- 
ures and only report for action such as 
can be covered by the generai. legislation 
or a court proceeding.

Johnston on State Uniformity. 

Editor Constitution: The question of state 
umiformity of text-books is one of paramount 
importance. We thave county uniformity at 
present and no one will question that the prin- 
ciple works adiiirably within these limited i- 
calities. Now, my contention is that there is 
not a gingle reason in favor of county uni- 
formity that does not apply with even great- 
er force to ‘‘state uniformity."’ 

First, in the very nature of the case ‘‘state 
undformity’’ would insure a longer use of the 
Same text books and to this extent lessen the 
cost to the head of each family in the state 
with children of school age. Under the pres- 
ent law, county boards may change text booka 
from year to year by a three-fourths vote of 
the county commiésioners, and frequently do, 
These frequent changes entail hardships which 
are unnecessary and hurtful. 

Second, the state under a uniform text book 
law, could get books at cheaper rates than the 
counties. In all classes of business large pur- 
chasers are given large discounts. Bernard 
Awtrey, the able editor of The Cobb County 
Courier, has shown that certain text books 
used in the Marietta public schédols cost from 
65 cents, While in Ténnesgsee, whieh 
fas a uniform text book law, these same books 
cost only $38 cents. Here are the plain fata, 
worth a thousand well-spun theories.

Judge Newman Renders Decision 
inl GM Tavation Case 


Property Being Located Outside of 
the State, the Taxes Are Collect- 
able in That State, and 
Not Where the Stock 
Is Held.

Judge Wiliam Ti Newman in the United 
States court yesterday granted an in- 
juncticn restraining Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright from collecting taxes on 
the $1,590,000 capital stock of the Western 
Railway of Alabama owned by the Geor- 
gia Railway and Banking Company. 

The suit was brovght by the Louisville 
and Neshville Railroad Company and the 
Atlantic Coast Line, ‘which are joint 
lessees cf the Georgia railroad, and whicn 
are responsible for the payment of taxes 
om the leased property and its holdings. 

Sorre time ago Comptroller General 
Wright discovered that the Georgia rail- 
road held this stock, and had done so for 
twelve or thirteen years. without paying 
taxes upon it. The Central of Georgie 
Railway Company holds a like amount of 
Stock in the Western of Alabama, $1,0",- 
(@, but this is now held in New York by 
the Central Trust Company to guarantees 
2n igaue of bc nds for which that compuay 
ig trustee. The Central of Georgia, how- 
ever, continues to vote the stock and to 
collect the dividends on it. 

When the comptroller general sought 
te cvxllect taxes on this stock under the 
Georgia law, which provides that stock 
in a foreign corporation held <¢nd owned 
by citizens of Georyia shall be taxable in 
Georgia, the Louisville and Nashville 
promptly took the matter into the United 
States court, it being involved jointly 
with the Atlantic Coast Line in the lease 
of the Georgia railroad. 

Wanted $200,000 Taxes. 


Coniptrollier General Wright sought to 
collect back taxes on this stock amount- 
ing to about $130,000 frcm the Georgia 
railroad and about $60,000 from the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, a total of nearly $200.09. 
An injunction was @sked to restrain the 
collection of such taxes, and Judge New- 
man, it appears, has taken a view of the 
law favorable to the contention of the 
railroads. 

There is ne doubt that the case w# be 
appealed to the circuit court of appeals, 
ard it may even reach the United States 
fupreme court. Augusta and Richmond 
county are interested in the matter, as 
they also claim the right to tax the stock. 
Attorney General Boykin Wrisht repre- 
sents the state in the litigation. 

The case of the Central of Georgia's 
holdings is on a somewhat different foot- 
ing, and it wos agreed among the atto-- 
neys represcnting the vurious parties at 
interest that the outcome of the suit 
brought, by the Louisville and Nashville 
thould be awaited before any steps should 
be taken with referenc? to the Central’s 
stock. 

Judge Newman’s Decision. 

Judg: Newman declares in the first 
paragraph of his decision that the action 
of the comptroller general is without au- 
thority of law, and asserts that no law 
of Georgia authorizes the collection of 
this tax. Supporting his declaration he 
quotes Justice Jackson in his decision an 
the effort of the state to tax the South- 
western Railroad Company, which says: 

“Stock in the company’s own road, heid 
by itself, or in other roads in this state, 
whose charters [imit or exempt taxa- 
tion therecn and whose income is taxei, 
and stock held by the company in rail- 
roade without the iimits of this state :s 
not taxable here. Stock in a railroad is 
really put so many shares of its prop- 
erty, .nd that proverty is real estate, for 
the most part at least, and taxable by 
the state In which the road is located.” 

Further on, quoting Justice Jaekson in 
a cas? similar to che ons in hand, Judge 
Newn.an says: 

“But bonds, notes and all cther evi- 
dence of debt follow the situs of the 
creditor, no matter where the debtor 
lives.’” | 

Closing the document Judge Newman 
grents the injunction asked for by the 
Louisville-and Nashville and the Atlantic 
Ccast Line. 


FARMERS ARE NOW EXEMPT. 


They Do Not Have To Make Returns 
for Fertilizers Used 
by Them. 

Comptroller Gercral Wright vesterday 
decided a question of great interest to 
farmers all over Georeia. 

He holds that, under jhe provisions of 
the Steed bill, passed at the last session 
of the legislature, the farmers are not 
required to pay taxes on fertilizers that 
are upon land properly given in for tax- 
etion. The point was brought up by J. 
WN. Roberts, tax collector of Emanue! 
countv, who wrote the comptreller gen- 
eral that the lanalords who had tenants 
were «bjecting to paying increased taxes 
because the tenants were using the ‘fer- 
tidzers and the land owners were get- 
ting none of the benefits. 

The comptroller general looked care- 
fully into the law, and found that the 
farmers are not required to pay on fer- 
ttHsers, and Mr. Roberts will be so noti- 
fied. According to the bill intrcduced by 
Hon. Walter Steed, of Taylor, consumers 
are not expected to return the fertilizers 
for taxation, provided the land upon 
which it is strewn has been properly 
given in. It is the dealers who have to 
pay taxes on the fertilizers, and, as manv 
of them had disposed of their stock be- 
fcre the time for making returns, it is 
probable that the state will receive com- 
paratively little from this scurce this 
year.

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PRISONERS TRY. 
TOREMOVE WALL 


¢ 
Effort Is Made by City Pris- 
oners to Break 
Gat ** 


TWENTY OF THEM 
WOULD HAVE ESCAPED 


Bricks Were Removed from Prison 
Wall with a Piece of Iron Bro- 
ken from a Drain-Pipe 
Covering—Were Almost 
Out When Detected. 


‘Twenty prisoners at the police barracks 
masie an effort to escape yesterday be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock. They succeeded 
in removing a large portion of the solid 
brick wall with a bit of cast iron. 

The whole plan of escape was one of 
the most unique that has ever been made 
in any prison in the city.or county. It 
would have been successful but for a 
timely remova! made by the janifor, who 
was giving the prison the weekly cieans- 
ing. 
Yesterday morning the janitor placed 
twenty negro prisoners in ‘the rear or 
south corridor of the city prison while 
the cells in the corridor for the colored 
city prisoners were being scrubbed. Left 
alone. some of the prisoners made a plan 
to break jail. They lifted a piece of 
cirevlar iron covering a drain pipe in 
the corridor ang by letting it fall on 
the cement pavement managed to break 
off a small, rough edge with which they 
went to work to tear away the plaster- 
ing from the rear wall The debris was 
carefully raked up and deposited on an 
ola coat and then dumped under a bunk 
in one of the dark cells. With the plas- 
tering remoyed they had little trouble in 
loosening the mortar between the bricks, 
With one brick out they coul@ ferce out 
the others. , 

iid Traces of the Work. 

Once during the work the janitor visit- 
ed the corrider and found nothing wrong, 
as the prisoners hastily replaced the loose 
bricks when they heard his coming. 

After the prisoners had removed eight 
or ten bricks of the first thickness and 
made a hole through which a man could 
crawl they proceeded to remove another 
thickness. With that out they could have 
easily kicked out the last layer. 

Before the work was completed the 
janitor removed the whole gang back into 
the corridor from which they had been 
temporarily taken. Then the hole in the 
wall was discovered. 

Wceculd Have Been Walled In. 

If the negroes had succé@eded in getting 
out of the prison, they would have found 
themselves in the prison yard, surround- 
ed by a high brick wall, The back gate, 
opening on Butler street, is always Kept 
locked. The only way in which they could 
have escaped would have been through 
the alley that leads to Decatur street 
and by the front of the barracks. The 
negroes doubtless knew this and their in- 
tention must have been to make a run 
in a body and take their chances in evad- 
ing the officers at the barracks.

L. & N. Is Expected To Comegn Com- 
petition with the Southern and 
Shorten the Route Between 
Atianta and Cip- 
cinnati. 


A reilroad deal of the greatest interest 
and importance to Atlanta was con- 
summated yesterday when the majority of 
the preferred stock of the Atlanta, Knoxs 
ville and Northern road was purchased 
by the Louisville dnd Nashville. Five 
million additional stock was issued in 
cader to improve the road. 

The deal gives the Louisville and Nash- 
vile an air line between Cincinnati and 
Atlan:a cf £13 miles, or 72 miles less than 
tne route of the Chattanooga, Nashviils 
and Jauisville. The Atlanta, Knoxvilie 
and Northern was the outgrowth of the 
Marietta and North Georgia. | 

Competes with Southern. 

Following is the Associated Press dis- 
patch from New York giving the news of 
the deal: ; 

New York, April 7.—The stockholdvurs 
of the Louisville and Nashville roaa met 
here today and authorized the issue of 
$5,000,000 additional capital stock ty be 
used for improving the read. Announce- 
ment is also made that the Louisville 
and Negshville has acquired a majority of 
the preferred shares of the Atlania, 
Knoxville vnd Northern read, which runs 
from Knoxville to Marietta, thus forming 
a line between Cincinnati and Atlanta 
shorter by 00 miles than the present 
route It igs explained that this purchase 
puts the Luwuisville and Nashville into 
competition with the Boutherr. railway 
between Cincinnati, Knvxville and At- 
lanta. It is understood to be a steo to 
counteract the Southern railway’s recent 
purchases of lines in Tennessee and other 
Léuisville aud Nushville territory. The 
cwnership of the new line will also bring 
ithe Louisviile and Nagshvilie into Nerth 
Cerolina, in which state it had interests 
heretofore. 

Deal Was a Surprise. 

The following spécial to The Constitu- 

tion from Knoxviile goes more fully into 


the details of the deal: 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 7.—(Special.)— 
The sale of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern majority stock to the Louisville 
and Nashville foday was a surprise here. 
The sale, it is understood here, carries 
with it the plan of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern interests to build the Knox- 
ville, LaFofette and Jellico road. 

The majority of the. Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northert stock was owned by H, K. 
McHarg, of Stamford, Conn., who Owns 
the Texas Central. It is stated he had 
refused $3,500,000 for it, stating $6,000,000 
as his price. It originally cost him $990.- 
000, and nearly $2,000.00 has been spent 
since 18% on rebuilding the road. 

The deal gives the Louisville and Nash- 
ville an air line from Cincinnati to At- 
lanta, Ga., of 518 miles, being 72 miles 
shorter than the Chattanooga, Nashville 
and Louisville route. 

The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
grew out of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia, which originally extended from Ma- 
rietta to Murphy, 129 miles. In 1887 George 
Eager, an Englishman, came to Knoxville 
and successfully promoted the Knoxville 
Southern, built from this city to Blue 
Ridge, Ga., there connecting with the 
Marietta and North Georgia.

came one under the latter name.

Colonel Joseph McWilliams was brought 
by Mr. McHarg from the Texas Central 
to the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, 
as it was then christened. He retained 
full control unti!

One of the chief pat- 
rons of the road is the very extensive 
copper industry at Ducktown, Tenn., the 
largest copper plant outside of Montana.

Luke Bass. colored, who was sent to the 
renitentiary from Floyd county for 
twenty years for burglary, and who had 
served thirteen and a half years, was 
pardoned.

Serious and Probably Fatal 
Accident at the Woodward 
Lumber Company, 


FOREMAN WATTS HAS 
HIS SKULL CRUSHED 


James Jackson, Negro Laborer, In- 
jured About the. Face—-New 
Machinery Was Being Tested 
tor the First Time When 
Accident Occurred. 


A break in the gearing of the machinery 
in themills of the Woodward Lumber Com- 
pany in West End yesterday afternoon at 
& ’clock caused a serious and probably fa- 
tal accident in which Wiliam H. Watts, 
the foreman, had his skull crushed and 
James Jackson, a negro employee, had 
his face painfully lacerated. ; 

The two men were taken to the Grady 
hospital, Watts being in an unconscious 
condition. It was found necessary to tre- 
phine Watts’ ekull and the physicians do 
not think there is much chance for his 
recovery. Jackson was not serfously in- 
jured, but his wound may also prove fa- 
tal. ; 

New machinery had just been put in 
the planing mil] of the Woodward Lumber 
Company, and it was tested yesterday af- 
ternoon for the first time. The engine 
was started and Foreman Watts and 
Jackson were in the mill watching the 
working of the pulleys and belts. Sud- 
denly one of the iron frames to which 
the upper gearings were fastened broke. 
In a moment pleces of broken iron were 
flying about the room. A heavy piece ofr 
the iron struck Watts on the head, fell- 
ing him to the floor. At the same time 
another of the iron missiles struck Jack- 
son, tearing the flesh from his face. 

Broken Iron Hurled Man7 Feet. 

So great was the force given the pieces 
of broken iron that some of them were 
thrown 650 or 60 feet, where they were 
hurled through a wooden partition in the 
engine room. | 

The engine was stopped as quickly as 
possible. The work of destruction had 
not lasted. over a few seconds. 

The Grady hospital ambulance was tel- 
ephoned for and both Watts and Jack- 
son were. given medical attention in a 
short while after the accident occurred. 

No one was to blame for the accident, 
it is said. There was probably a flaw in 
the iron frame that broke which had 
not been detected and which even 2 close 
inspection could not have foreseen. 

Watts resides at No, 184 Murphy ave- 
in West End. He has a wife and 
children. 

The negro, Jackson, is. also a man of 
family.

Lively Sensation on Decatur Street 
Caused by a Shooting. 


SHOOTER RAN AND ESCAPED 


Paul King, One of the Wounded Ne- 


groes, May Die—Leonard Dean 
Shot in Arm — King’s 
Wound Was in the 
Back. 


Decatur street, at the corner of Butler, 
was thrown into a flurry of excitement 
last night at 10 o’clock by a white man 
shooting one negro tn the back, and an- 
other in the arm. _ 

The shooter is unknown and escaped. 
The negro shot in the back is Paul King, 
one of the Decatur street rounders: the 
other is Leonard Dean. 

Just at 10 o’clock, when the saloons 
were preparing to close, two pisto! shots 


| rang out opposite a saloon at the corner 


of Butler and Decatur streets, and Paul 
King staggered into the saloon and fell 
upon the floor. At the same time Leonard 
Dean received a bullet in his left arm. 

The white man who had dorie the shoot- 
ing fled down Butler street. He was 
pursued by two policemen, but escaped, 

When King fell, an open knife dropped 
from his hand. He denied at first that. 
the knife belonged to him, but when a 
white boy stated in hia presence that he 
Saw him with, the knife, he admitted 
the ownership and then said he had not 
tried to cut anybody. 

“Tl am not the person the white man 
shot at,” stated King. ‘‘He was shoot- 
ing at somebody else and accidentally 
shot me. I don’t knew who shot me, 
for I had my back turned.’’ 

Dean stated that he did not even see 
the man who did the shooting. 

King is believed to be seriously and, 
perhaps, fatally shot, the bullet enter- 
ing the small of the back. 

It is believed by the police that King 
had a row with the white man and drew 
his knife. The white man then drew 
his pistol and, as King turned to run, he 
fired. The shot that struck Dean, it is 
thought, was also intended for King. 


CRUSHED SKULL BY A BLOW. 


Wilkes Render, a Negro, in the 
Tower—-His Victim Is in a Crit- 
ical Condition. 

Wilkes Render, a big, muscular negro, 
6 feet 2 inches in height and weighing 220 
pounds, is the occupant of a cell in theg 
Tower, awaiting the outcome of wounds 
inflicted by a terrific blow deait by his 
powerful arms. - 
William McNear, another negro and his 
victim, is hovering between life and 
death, with his skull crushed as the 
result of the blow. Should the victim re- 
cover Render will be held to answer the

Both negroes worked at the Swift fer- 
tilizer works and the assault on McNear 
occurred there last Wednesday morning. 
I~ ig said to have been unprovoked. The 
men became involved in a dispute and 
Render, seizing a heavy broom, struck 
McNear on the head. The blow fell with 
crushing force and McNear’s sku was 
fraetured. 

Render, realizing what he had done, 
dropped the broom, dashed out of the 
building and made his escape. Chief 
A. Q. Turner, of the county police force, 
was notified and he set a trap for the 
fugitive. The chief knew that Render 
had been raised in Newnan, and he at 
once notified Marshal Shackelford, of that 
place, to keep a lookout for him, also 
ene a full description.

THOMAS’ ORCHESTRA IS 
A GREAT ORGANIZATION 


The Chicago orchestra, more commonly 
termed the Thomas orchestra, on ac- 
count of the eminence of the conductor, 
who has made it what it is, claims un- 
disputed rank with the few greatest or- 
chestras in the world. There is only one 
other in America to be compared with it 
—the Boston symphony—and in ‘musical 
eenters of Europe, where orchestras 
which are worthy of the name orchestra 
are much more numgrous and matter of 
fact, there are not many to equal it. 

The musicians cOmposing the Thomas 
orchestra are all of solo rank. From the 
‘cellist. whose name figures on most of 


the programmes, to the master of the 
kettle drums, the absence of whose name 
from the programmes is not due to any 
lack of ability on his part if the public 
should demand solos of him, every mem- 
ber of the organization is a thorough mu- 
sician, and some of them admirable art- 
ists. Were they not capable of respond- 
ing to every musical and artistic demand 
from the holder of the baton, Mr. Thomas 
could not have made the orchestra the 
splendid instrument it is for the living 
expression of the meanings. the great 
composers intended to convey through 


their writings. 
This great instrument, his orchestra, 


of which he thas absolute control, Mr. 
Thomas has made one of the greatest 
educational factors in the country. The 
Boston symphony orchestra fs undeviating- 
ly serious in the character of its work, 
and therefore it has come to be as nearly 
perfect an orchestra as there is. Its 
strength as an e@d@ucationat factor and 
as an instrument of culture is conse- 
quently most emphatic, but the scope of 
its influence is probably not as great as 
that of Thomas’ organization, because the 
latter condescends to invite fhe puwblic’s 
attention by yielding in a degree to the 
public demand. The Boston symphony is 
unyielding in its insistence upon a class 
of music which has real musical force, 
Thomas’ music always exténds an !n- 
telligent appeal, but there is more of the 
generally pleasing in his programmes, a 


fact which may be seen in the represen-~ 


tative selections he has made for his At- 
lanta audience. 

A popular interest is.manifest in thea 
three concerts to be given Wednesday 
night, and Thursday matinee and night, 
ana it is confidently expected that the 
Presbyterian hospital, the lady managers

MRS. BLACK MAKES REPORT 
OF FREE KINDERGARTEN 


HE seventh annual meeting of At- 
| lanta’s Free Kindergarten Associa- 
tion was held yesterday morning 
at 11 o’clock in the assembly room of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. A 
large number of Atlanta’s representative 
men and women were present, and the ex- 
ercises were interesting and impressive. 

Fifty children from School No. 3, and 
ranging in age from 3 to 6 years, 
were seated to the left of the platform on 
which were seated Mrs. Black, president 
of the association; Mrs. Raoul, vice pres- 
ident; Mrs. W. H. Nixon, vice president; 
Mrs. David Woodward, treasurer; Mrs. 
Theodore Hammond, secretary. 

The programme opened with a song by 
the children. The president's and treas- 
urer’s reports were read, and Mrs. James 
Jackson, president of the Woman’s Club, 
was introduced to make a short address. 
Her sentiments, pertaining to the kinder- 
garten, She said, were expressed in a 
recent article on that subject by Elbert 
Hubbard. She read the very strong ar- 
ticle in which the writer eulogizes Froe- 
bel and William Morris as being unri- 
valled as factors in establishing the basic 
principles of modern civilization. 

Rabbi Marx made an eloquent ad- 
dress, in which he explained the relation 
of the kindergarten to modern civiliza- 
tion, and its economic value to the com- 
munity in protecting the child in its 
most impressible period against. early in- 
fluences that may be conducive to crime. 

Dr. Langston, of the Congregational 
ehurch, followed..Dr. Marx in an impres- 
Sive talk, and several of the kindergarten 


teachers spoke in an interesting vein of ° 


their work. 
Mrs. Black’s Report. 

Mrs. Black’s annual report was as fol- 
lows: 

“The close of the sixth year of the 
work of our free kindergarten schools 
brings us again to a point where we 
must stand and look back over the 
months and days that have gone by. In 
Many respects this seems to have been 
our best year; the teachers have been 
diligent in visitine the homes near their 
schools as the enrollment of 343 children 
in the five schools will indicate. The num- 
ber of visits paid by the teachers have 
been upward of 700. The average 
attendance has been uncommonly good, 
better as a whole than in any preceding 
year, until, in January and February, 
when the smallpox scare and the con- 
sequent vaccination process interfered 
most seriously with the attendance in 
three schools, there having been cases of 
the disease in the homes of our children. 
Now that this trouble is over and the 
pleasant days of spring are here, the 
children are in their places and the 
schools are full. Fach of the teach- 
ers has been earnest and full of enthusi- 
aSm in the work; their patience and gen- 
tleness with the children cannot be too 
greatly commended. 


Teachers Meet with Board. 

“We have found the new plan ad@ted 
this year of having the teachers meet 
once a month with the president and 
first vice president to be very satisfac- 
tory; it has kept the association and the 
teachers more completely in touch and 
has been productive of a unity in the 
system of teaching which is very desir- 
able. I have visited each school regu- 
larly every ten days and have examined 
the daily conduct of the schools very 
closely without the teachers knowing 
when to expect me. fach visit has 
shown an improvement in the children 
that is very marx«ed. I cannot indorse 
too highly our corps of teachers for their 
faithfulness and zeal. School No. 1, 
with Miss Madge Bingham as the prin- 
cipal, is on Fortress avenue. Her report 
is so satisfactory, it will be read in full. 

Miss DeGraffenreid Talks. 

“Miss Elizabeth DeGraffenreid, of Schoo! 
No, 2, has had the most trying position to 
fill of any of our teachers, because there 
is more of the foreign element in her 
schoo] than in any of thé others. She has 
had an enrollment of sixty-five, with con- 
tributions from the children for materia] 
of $4.10. Of her work she says: 

“““In comparing the school with that of 
last year, I find the result most satisfac- 
tory for this year. This is due to the very 
arge room we have had and also to the 
unusually fine assistance from the normal 
class. 

‘* ‘The kindergarten is becoming of rore 
and more value to the homes, now that 
its benefits are realized. One mother told 
me her child, who was with us last year, 
has taken a splendid stand in the public 
schools this term and she thought it all 
came from the kindergarten influence. 
All the children who were not advanced 
to thé public schoois this term have re- 
turned to us, which is a tribute to the 
kindergarten., The parents of our chil- 
dren have not moved as much as usual, 
and I find at the end of this season we 
have nearly the same enroliment as when 
we began. Many harrowing incidents 
come to our notice, and it has been our 
privilege to extend sympathy in many 
heart-breaking troubles, but this service 
has seemed small when we compare it 
with the cooperation we have found in the 
Hebrew mothers of our children. To 
Mrs. Alexander, Mrs. Marx and ofher 
n.embers of the Jewish Council of Women. 
and to the Kindergarten Association, I 
send my heartfelt thanks for their care 
of me during the past year.’ 

Parents Were Visited. 

“Mrs. Coulter, for Schocl No. 2, reports 
that she Has made 140 visits, that she has 
enrolled eighty-four children, with an at- 
tendance at present of forty-one. She 
says: ‘Miss Hammond and her commit- 
tee deserve our thanks and appreciation 
for being so faithful and punctual in 


) serving lunch. To our president and the 


ladies of the association our thanks are 
extended for their encouragement and 
helpfulness. We feel that their hearts 
are always with us, stimulating our best 
efforts.’ 

“Mrs. Coulter is th esenior of all our 
teachers and has endeared herself to 
all the children in the neighborhood of 
her schoo!, 

“Miss Olive Hicks, from the Atlanta 
Woolen Mills school, has enrolled seventy- 
one children. Of this number she has had 
twenty-five to move away to other sections 
of the city during the year. She has made 
261 visits amoung the people near the 
school, besides serving  eighty-seven 
lunches to sick people in their homes. 
The mothers’ meetings have had an at- 
tendance of nineteen and have been very 
successful. .She tells us of one little child 
who could never be induced to sing or 
speak in her game period; her little arm 
usually was held over her eyes, and the 
sad face never seemed to brighten at all. 
When the young girls from Mrs. Chand- 
ler’s schoo] gave the children their beau- 
tiful Christmas tree, a doh was placed 
in this child's arms. Her little heart 
seemed to melt under the touch of kind- 
ness and she began to sing ‘It is loving 
and giving that makes life worth living,”’ 
and now she is one of the happiest of the 
children. It was subsequently found that 
her eyes were sadly in need of attention, 
and by the beautiful kindness of Dr. Cal- 
houn they have been entirely cured. This 
Schoo] is under the fostering care of our 
first vice president, Mrs. W. N. Nixon, 
and is supported by the Atlanta Woolen 
Mills Company, the comfortable building 
-n which the school is held having been 
built by the same company. This room is 


aiso used for the Boys’ Night school, and 


for a girls’ club, and in the center of 
other neighborhood benevolent work also 
under Mrs. Nixon’s direction. 

‘School No +5, with Miss Rosa Belle 
Knox as principal, is operated in connec- 


«tion with Miss DeGraffenreid’s schoo] on 


Decatur street, and is in a very prosperous 
ecndition. The school was opened March 
1 and ‘there is already an enrollment of 
forty-three puplis, with a fine average at- 
tendance. By her personal efforts Miss 
Knox eollected $35 for the equipment and 
gifts, and $14 worth of paints, rugs and 
certain stuffs were given her for making 
the room attractive, all of which has 
been greatly appreciated by the associa- 
tion. 
Appropriation by City. 

“The appropriation made by the city of 
$600 a ‘year has been a great encourage- 
ment and help to us and we are thankful 
for it. I feel that you all sympathize 
with me in the exceeding joy with which 
I received the wonderful Christmas pres- 
ent given us by the people of Atlanta, 
which was collected by our good friends, 
Mr, T. A. Hammond, Mr. Wylie Fope and 
Dr. Marx. This bountiful gift has em- 
boldened us to Open a new school, and 
there is still another in prospect, and we 
have been enabled to pay every account 
without having to resort to the arduous 
work of getting up any form of an ama- 
teur entertainment. 

‘Personally, I can never cease to be 
grateful for the load it lifted off my heart, 
nor for the sweet Christmas spirit which 
made Ss) many people think of our chil- 
dren during the great season of love and 
good will. To Mrs, Wey’s primary depart- 
ment of the Central Congregational 
church, to the dear children of Washing- 
ton seminary, to Miss Janet Tompkins, 
Mrs. Julius Alexander’s committee, the 
ladies of the Unitarian church, the Holy 
Comforter mission, Mr. Bowles for coal, 
and to many others, we were indebted for 
much happiness given our little ones. 
We feel each year that a special blessing 
rests upon this association; friends seem 
to spring up just when we need them; 
our teachers give us of their very best 
talents and efforts? Miss Allen’s pupils, 
from her norma] class, aid in every way 
as assistant teachers, with the same pa- 
tience that the paid instructors give, and 
ali these blessings make us determined to 
help just as many children as we can pos- 
sibly reach through the schools we have, 
and those we hope to have. 

‘‘In submitting this report, I beg to ex- 
press my gratitude to our secretary, Mrs. 
Hammond; to Mrs. Woodward, treasurer; 
to the chairmen of the house and the 
bread and milk committees and their as- 
sociates; also to every other person who 
has helped our work this winter in any 


possible way.

New York, April 7.—Cotton futures fn the lo- 
cal market today opened firm in tone with ‘rst 
prices at an advance of 4 to 9 points.

TRUEBLOGD WILL PRESIDE 


Representatives Meet Here Saturday 
To Arrange Details for Controll- 
ing the Crowds—President 
Graves Says Order Will 
Be Preserved. 


The fifth annual contest of the Georgia 
State Oratorical Arsociation, which takes 
place at the Grand on the evening of Fri- 
day, April 25, is expected to be the most 
successful event since the fdunding of 
the asscciation. The five young men who 
will contest for the Graves medal this 


| year are said to be among the best ora- 


tors who have ever attended the Georgia 
colleges, and a battle royal is expected. 
The five speakers will be Alfred C. 
Broom, for Emory college; Sidney Hatch- 
er, for Mercer university; Sam Johns)n, 
for the University of Georgia; Charles 
Kicklighter, for the Tech. and Noel Grant, 
for the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege. Each of these men has been hard 
at work preparing for the contest, and 


the mén of each college will come to At- 


lante feeling that they are coming to 
support a worthy representative.- , 
A feature of the contest this year will 
he the manner in which ihe crowds will 
be handled. Owing to the very large 1t- 


tendarce of this event, the ordinary fa- 
cilities for ccntrolling the crowds at the 
Grand are far from sufficient. Last year 
the authorities were powerless to con- 
trol the crowds, end as a result many 
things happened that were far from de- 
sirable. Most noticeable of all was the 
pushing which wos indulged in at the 
entrance. The college boys claim that 
they @:d not cause this, since they were 
ell in the house at-the time it happened, 
but they got the credit for it just the 
same. 

Hicn John Temple Graves, the honorary 
president of the association, has de- 
termined that there shall be no repeti- 
tion of these scenes, and in order to ar- 
range for the details necessary for con- 
trolling the boys he and President G'enn 
W. Legwin will hold a conference here 
Saturday with representatives from each 
(f the colleges. at which full arrange- 
ments for seating the college boys and 
their sponsors will be arranged. ‘The 
representatives will draw for places both 
in the selection of places for the student. 
and for their sponsors, 

Professor Thomas KE. Trueblood, of the 
University of Michigan, will preside at 
the contest. Profe:sor Trueblecd is per- 
haps the mest noted teacher of oratory in 
the United States. He ‘s practically the 
father of oratory in the middle north- 
west, and is the founder of the cratorical 
essociations which have given the coun- 
try men who are now among its leading 
statesmen. 

Fixed Time for Yells. 

In each college which is a member of 
the association the buys are now prepar- 
ing to give their representative active 
support in the matter of, yells. To many 
persons this is one of the most interest- 
ing features of tne contest, but at. the 
meeting to be held Saturday an agree- 
ment will be reached for controlling this 
matter, so that when the chairman raps 
for order all yelling shall cease. Presi- 
dent Graves says that the agreement 
reathed on this subject will be enforced, 
even if it has to be done by: police au- 
thority. 

Kach college wil be given a certain 
time in which to show the lung power of 
its students as well as their ability to 
formulate yells which would have done 
credit to the aboriginal inhabitants of 
the country, but when their time is out 
they will have to give place to the com- 
mand cf the chatrman so9 that all may 
have a chance to demonstrate their vocul 
powers 

A great many college girls will attend 
the contest this year, even more than 
have ever been here before. The Wes- 
leyan girls will come in a body to sup- 
port Emory, the giris from Cox college 
Vili again champion Mercer, while this 
year the Agnes Scctt girls will he Geur- 
gia’s sponsors. 

The contest promises to be of great 
interest. From yeur to year it has grown 
in its hold upon the studoats of the Geor- 
gia colieges until it is without doubt the 
principal event of the college vear at 
every educational institution in the stat>. 
President Graves has received many co" 
gratulations on the sucecss of the asso- 
ciation, which was forined through his 
efforts, and ¢€very year it is demonstrat- 
ing its usefulness to a greater extent.
